Japanese Base 
at Rangoon 
Bombed byll.S. 


New Delhi, Dec. 23 —WP|— Four- 


motored American bombers raided 
the Big Burma port of Rangoon 
in smashing daylight attacks twice 
Sunday and once yesterday, leav- 
ing airfield hangars smashed and 
dockyards blazing, a United States 
Arl Force communique announced 
today. 


Meanwhile, 
the announcement 


disclosed, American medium bomb- 
ers "made p r e c i s i o n attacks 
against important enemy railroad 
yards in central Burma" Monday 
and yesterday, scornig "many di- 
rect hits on tracks, sidings 
and 


rolling stock." 


The raids were in force, and the 


American planes encountered only 
two Japanese fighters. One was re- 
ported probably shot down, and no 
bombers were lost.

"On Dec. 20 two formations of

This first reported British raid on 


the invaders in the Indies

The admiralty said the

was carried out S u n d a y night 
against military targets — perhaps 
fuel stores — at Sabang, on

Twenty-two persons perished last 
night when two 
boulders, 
one 


weighing more than 
100 
tons, 


crashed down upon a big yellow 
Ohio River motor coach bus crowd- 
ed with homegoing war 
workers 


Only three passengers escaped, two 
of them with critical injuries. 


The pre-Christmas tragedy 
oc 


curr.ed a mile east of here at 5:1C 
p.m. as the bus threaded its way 
around a treacherous "S" curve 01 
a narrow, slippery road. Three oth 
er busses were just ahead of it anc 
two were trailing. 


The boulders toppled down from 


a 100-foot high perch with little 
warning, although the driver of the 
bus behind said 
Dymplro (Dan) 


Karapan, 27, piloting the ill - fated 
machine, swerved sharply to 
the 


left as if trying to escape the fall- 
ing, death dealing mass.

Sometimes It Is the Boss Who 
Really Gums Up Whole Works

New York, Dec. 23 —W)— Say, 


boss, take alook in the mirror. Lot 
the lads in die shop take a look, 
too. 


Maybe you're the one gumming 


up the works and slowing 
them 


down. Or maybe it's 
the 
hired 


hands. Nobody is perfect. 


They make mistakes but 
when 


you make them, boss, they're big 
ones. Robert 
L. McMurry, 
of the 


Psycholgoical Corporation of Chi- 
cago has something to say about 
you in the current issue of 
"Ad- 


vanced Management." 


He talks about you and about the 


lads in the shop, too, in explaining 
why workers' morale 
sometimes 


goes sour and they get dissatisfied 
with their jobs. 


Here's where he .starts looking 


under your hat, boss: 


"The men who 
control 
major 


company policies 
are of 
equal, if 


not greater, 
importance 
in 
in- 


fluencing employe attitudes 
than 


are their subordinate executives 
and the rank and file among super- 
vision. 


"These men not only determine 


company policies but also in many 
instances select the foreman and 
department heads. Thus the organ- 
ziiitiun as a whole tends to reflect 
their personalities." 


McMurry lists several kinds 
of 


bosses who are no big help keep- 
ing the lads in the shop happy: 


There's the man with plenty of 


drive. But he feels 
insecure of in- 


tellectually inferior. He 
tried 
to 


cover up his 
limitations 
with a 


domineering manner toward those 
who work with him and for him. 


There's the company head who 


means well — on the surface — but 
underneath is mean and 
selfish. 


Because of the well - meaning part 
of him 
builds a gymnasium 
lor 


the workers so they'll like him. 


But at the same time he pays 


low wages, baits labor and gener- 
ally gets in the workers' hair. Then 
when they get sore he thinks of the 
gymnasium ho built and ciills 
them 


ungrateful. 


Then there's another kind, 
the 


downright selfish type, and of him 
McMurry says: 


"His 
impelling 
desire is to 
get 


something for nothing. He refuses 
to pay for overtime; 
institutes a 


scries of fines and penalties for 
trivial infractions 
of 
arbitrary 


rules; pays minimum wages; re- 
fuses to allow paid vacations. . . . 
Often the cupidity of such execu- 
tives is so great they are blind to 
the cost of such treatment in low- 
er employe morale." 


But. McMurry thinks "the most 


common among the executives con- 
tributing to employe 
dissatisfac- 


tion" are those who fear change 
and cling to outmoded procedures. 


That'll be enough about you,boss. 


Now McMurry gets down to super- 
visor, although that 
bring 
you 


back into the picture, as you will 
see: 


"A mujor source of trouble to- 


day is the almost universal prac- 
tice of selecting men and women 
for junior executive and supervisor 
positions solely in term of 
their 


ability as leaders of people." 


At last we get around to the lads 


in the shop, boss, but here McMur- 
ray says it's a question whether 
demands for higher wages, short- 
er hours nad 
greater 
privileges 


are the "real" causes of employe 
dissatisfaction. 


In any business, he thinks, there 


will always be a small proportion 
of employes who will be dissatis- 
fied no matter what happens be- 
cause the source of their 
com- 


plaints lie within themselves. You 
can't do much about them, boss. 


But then again 
al most 
every 


employe has a certain amount of 
unconscious hostility in his system, 
according ti McMurry, 
and it may 


pop out Jf he's, mistreated by the 
foreman' or if he ^ge'.ts jealous be: 
cause someonp else was promoted. 


Some other things can make the 


employe come 
to 
work 
with a 


grouch: Like domestic trouble, or 
a financial jam, or worry about his 
health. 


So McMurry figures: 
"Under the best 
of cireuinstaiv.-os 


u part of (a trim's) employees will 
be openly dissatisfied and the atti- 
tudes of many more will be 
in

Air units smashed 
at 
the

trenched Japanese, and assaulting 
Allied ground troops chalked 
up 


comparatively small gains yester- 
day, 
,vith American and Australian 


infantry moving across to come to 
closer grips with the enemy hold- 
ing ou ton the amin Buna 
airfield 


and at the government station. 


This action was on the right of 


a three-sector line where the Ja- 
panese still clung to positions on 
the Papuan Peninsula. 


On the central sector, military 


spokesmen said, the 
-Americans 


and Australians fought fierce clash- 
es with Japanese patrols to push 
within about two miles of the coast 
in the Sanananda area, west 
of 
Buna.

But Mme. Wei is no apostle of Jap- 


anese annihilation. She believes that 
the answer to the Japanese problem 
is to the end the military party's rule 
and establish a Japanese republic. And 
after that a long educational period 
to teach the Japanese that the way 
to become rich is not by pillage and 
tiicft, but by intellectual wealth. 
Mme. 
Wei is cconfidcnt of ultimate 


victory—so 
confident 
that already 


her talk is full of eager 
plans and 


dreams for post-war China. She looks 
forward to tile clay when 
the Japs 


are driven out, and she may do her 
part in helping to build a new nation 
for 
her 
-lOU.OUO.OOU countrymen. 


She is supremely confident because 


outside help lias finally cuine to her 
people who, when they fought alone 
were able to rocorgunizc and carry 
on after repeated ck'fe;its by an enemy 
of vastly superior 
power. And her 


first-hand 
observation of .'China's 


huioic sti-uyglc has he-suited in this 
hearteniing, and somewhat startling 
opinion: 


A couple of good, sound lickings 


will melt Hie Japanese

steel" and scrap their 
vaunted war 


machine, she says, and an allied vic- 
tory will quickly follow these decisive 
defeats.

Fake G-Men 
Are Plentiful 
FBI Reveals

Washington, Dec. 23 —(K>)— Don't 


look now, but that gabby "G-man" 
you met in the barber shop may 
be an impostor who is trying to 
(1) get some extra gasoline), (2) 
borrow some money or cash a bad 
check, (3) thrill his girl friend, (4 
find out war secrets for the enemy, 
or (5) fool his wife so he can BO 
out nights. 


Federal Bureau of Investigation 


officials said today that numerous 
fake G-men are springing up 
all 


over the country, 
and reminded 


the public that Director J. Edgar 
Hoover "instructs all agents to ex- 
hibit their credentials." 


Such eredentials include an iden- 


tification card with the agent's pic- 
ture and the signature of Hoover 
and Attorney General Biddle. 


The most popular fraud of the 


moment is the "G-man" who wants 
extra gasoline, they said, and cited 
a few cases. 


A dry cleaner told his board that 


he needed extra gasoline to carry 
on his "FBI investgiations on the 
side." He isn't even dry - cleaning 
any more. 


One honest - to - goodness gaent 


tried to buy gasoline at an eastern 
station and found it 
had 
been 


closed to regular business by a "g- 
man." The attendant 
said 
that 


when the station's supply was get- 
ting low, the alleged FBI agent told 
him to hang up the "no gas" signs 
—and then came around regularly 
to fill up his own tank. As 
they 


talked, the fake showed up and the 
real G-man asked him for a job 
with the FBI. 


"You wouldn't like it," said the 


fraud. "It's a tough racket." 


"Oh, I like it all right. You meet 


such interesting people," 
replied 


the real mccoy — and arrested the 
station-closer. 


Then there was the much-wedded 


man who wooed women with his 
G-man talk and showed scars "suf- 
fered in gunfights" wtih despera- 
does. He married in Iowa, again 
in Wisconsin and was about to do 
likewise in Illinois when his fiancee 
started talking to friends. G-men 
heard the news and met her biga- 
mist boy freind at a night 
club 


where he resisted 
arrest — and 


really received some scars in act- 
ion with the FBI.

swindlers who used the G-man gag 
to cash bad checks 
and 
borrow 


money, and expressed a fear that 
some fakes might be spies — but 
their prize case was the woman 
who called up headquarters 
and

A fellow like Schwartz is always

Schwartz is cordial, frank, 
amiable and looks like a lean and 
juccessful young New York lawyer,

He won a Phi 
Beta Kappa Key (which isn't ex-

Their advanced training on British 


soil in recent weeks come perilously 
jlose to actual combat conditions. 


Just a few days before they took 


off 
for the Mediterranean, I spent 


nany hours with thcss jumping ;ol- 
diers in ground maneuvers over r.nn 
soaked, mud-yellow English hills. 
One-Man Arsenals 


I watched the exquisite technique 


of sudden death and destruction that 
is peculiar to the paratrooper's por- 
fession—including some refinements 
(hat had been developed by officers 
and men of this very outfit. I hurled 
their grenucds, fired their guns, saw 
much of their other lethal equipment. 
Some of it I didn't see. 


The paratroopers are proud. They 


know they comprise the highest paid 
unit in any army in the world uncl 
that there must be n reason for it. 
Enlisted men get §10 and officers $100 
a month above their base and oversea 
pay. All parachute soldiers of course 
nre volcnteers. They are taught to dc- 
velope individual intiative to an ex- 
t~nt perhaps not practiced anywhere 
else in the Army. 


For it is obvioue that, once he has 


dug heels into the earth at the end of 
a jump, the paratrpopeds is a "one- 
man regiment," at least until he has 
mrde contact with his fellow jumpers. 


He is a one-man arsenal, too, ready 


!:i fight the instant he tumbles to 
earth and breaks clean of that beauti- 
ful silk bridal gown that he calls a 
parachute. 


He is a one-man restaurant, with 


breakfast, lunch and dinner in his kit 
of concentrated rations. 


He is a one-man 
medical corps, 


with cnoguh medical supplies'(includ- 
ing some of scicnc's most recent con- 
uibution? to (he art of 
healing) to 


treat even serious wounds—his own or 
those of his paratroop companions. 
Everyone Jumps 


Every man in this unit is a jumper. 


The parachute riggers Iravc their sti- 
tching machines to jump. Tli2 com- 
pany clerks jump. The truck drivers 
jump. The doctors jump. The officers 
i.ump—first. 


The highest ranking officer in any 


trassport plane is number one man 
'o bail out. This rule holds even fn- 
the commander of this groug, ruddy 
"IC-year-old Col. Edison D. Raff, West 
Foinl-bred regulrr Army officer tur- 
ned parachutist. 


Col. Raff. p. native New Yorker, 


finds himself at the head of a hcll- 
buating outfit in which four soldiers 
out of five are farm boys.

Here they are, as prepared by

proved by the House: 


Q: What is the so - called vic- 


tory tax? 
, A: It is a new type of individual 
income tax, which is imposed 
in 


addition to the regular income tax. 
' A: Five per cent of the income 
in cess of S12 per week, or $624 
annually. 
- Q: Does the $624 exemption ap- 
ply to both married and snigle 


; persons? 
" A: Yes; allowance for the mar- 
ried status is provided under the 
post - war credit which is allowed, 
the amount being larger for mar-

Q: Does the 5 • per cent rate 


apply to the entire income if it is 
greater than $624 per annum? 


A: No; only to the amount 
in 


excess of $624. 


Q: Is allowances made for 
in- 


terest payments, charitable deduc- 
tions, and so forth, as is the case 
under the regular income tax? 


A: Not in the case of wages and 


salaries. These deductions 
a r e 


allowed if incurred in carrying on 
a trade of business. 
An indnvidual 


who is in business 
can also 
de- 


duct other 
business 
expenses, in- 


cluding the cost of goods sold. In 
other words, the tax 
applies to the 


gross income in the case of wages 
and salaries, and to the net income 
of 
individual's 
trade 
of 
busi- 


ness. 


Q: What is the post - war credit 


which is allowed in connection with 
the victory tax? 


A: Single persons are allowed a 


credit of 25 per cent of the amount 
of their victory 
tax, and 
married 


persons a credit of 40 per cent, 
plus two per cent for each depend- 
ent. In no case, however, can the 
credit exceed $500 in the case of a 
single person, $1,000 in' the case of 
a married person, or $100 for each 
dependent. 


Q: Does a person have to wait 


until after the war to get the post- 
war credit? 


A: No; it may be used currently, 


at the option fo the taxpayer, as a 
deduction for life insurance pre- 
miums paid, for amounts paid on 
outstanding 
indebtedness or 
for 


amounts invested in war b o n d s . 
For example, if a married person's 
victory tax amounted to $100, he 
could reduce his liability by 
40 


per cent, or $40, if he had paid out 
that much or more during the year 
'or life insurance premiums, mort- 
gage payments, or war bond pur- 
chases. Thus his net victory t a x 
liability would be $60. However, if 
10 chose, or if he had made no 
such payments during the year, he 
would pay the full amount of the 
victory tax, and thereby become 
entitted to receive, after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, a post - war cred- 
it of $40 for the year. If o n l y 
part of the victory tax credit of $40 
for the year. If only part of the 
victory tax credit is used current- 
ly, the balance is refxmdable after 
the war. 


Q: How is the post - war credit 


payable? 


A: It will be allowed as an off- 


set against any taxes due f r o m 
the taxpayer after the cessation of 
hostilities. Any balance will 
be 


refunded to the taxpayer immedi- 
ately. 


Q: Does the taxpayer have to 


file a separate return in connec- 
tion with the victory tax? 


A: No; it will be computed on 


the regular income tax return. 


Q: How is the victory tax paid? 
A: It is deducted automatically 


from your salary by your employ- 
er, under a withholding provision.

New York, Dec. 00. — The Navy's new 
•'Ninety Day Wonders"— the young 
reserve officers trained in compara- 
tively fow months at special schools 
all over he country—are building th- 
eir own traditions of guts and gall- 
antry that can stand side by side with 
Annapolis' best. 


Take the class of 50-odd young men 


who were graduated as officers from 
a Navy training school in Chicago in 
the service less than 
six months- 


most of them commanding gun crews 
on merchant ships—but already half 
a dozen have been 
torpedoed and 


at least one has lost his life in action. 
Rescues Classmate 


By one of those quirks of fate that 


makes truth incredible, one young 
ensign. Wirt P. Hoxi, of Waterloo, la. 
got his first news of one of his class- 
mates, Lieut. Joseph Bailey, when 
he rescued 18 of the crew of the tor- 
pedoed merchantman on which Bailey 
had commanded the armed guard, 
boats, including Lieut. Bailey's, had 
been picked up after a week oi sail- 
ing in the torrid South Atlantic. The 
third was missing— until Ensign Hoxie 
sighted its red sail on the horizon a 
few days later and,, gingerly, lest it 
be a submarine trap, went .to the res- 
cue. A month later Hoxi himself was 
torpedoed. 


Latest and most dramatic of the act- 


ion stories tha are making the class' 
history comes from 
Ensign Harry 


Brown, who left a pretty blond wife 
and a Chicago law 
practic to join 


the Navy. Brown's fight was as with 
the sugmarine that sank him. 


He was returning in convoy through 


the North Atlantic. It was hurricane 
weather, with winds up to 120 miles 
an hour and seas so mountainous that 
the men had to be taken off the 
aiter gun because waves were crash- 
ing right over the stern. 


So violent was the weather that the 


ship couldn't maintain her position in 
the convoy. She had to head into the 
wind, pull out of rank to keep from 
being blown onto the other vessels. 


The torpedoes struck just before 


midnight. The merchantmen took a 
starboard list and swung sideways in- 
to the wind. By the time that Brown 
•eached the after gun it was under 
water, out of action. 


The captain estimated she'd go un- 


der within a few minutes. 


The torpedoes' concussion had wre- 


cked all the lifeboast save one. Mira- 
culousl 
they got it into the raging 


sea. Over 40 men managed to craw! 
down the scrambled nets and squeeze 
in. The captain, first mate, steward, a 
Navy gunner and Ensign Brown stay- 
ed aboard the ship. 
Abandons Search 


Brown started to check the ship foi 


nny hands left. When he got to the 
crew quarters, amidship in the main 
deck, the water was up to his waist 
Futher search was useless. 


Now, by some merical, the first mate 


managed to launch a liferaft—despite 
50-foot seas— and maneuver it unde. 
the Jacob's ladder. The four men stil 
aboard climcd dowi. the ladder, wailec 
for the raft to ride up on a crest, anc 
jumped—a stunning 
20 feet to th 


crazily heaving patch of safety. 


Less than two minutes after thej 


cut themselves free of the ship th 
sub made another 
attack, gcttin

Army Weeds 
Misfits Early 
in Training

For the United States Army, with 


the war just a year old, the incidence 
of psycopnthic cases has been much 
lower thnn many N. P.'s, or neuro- 
psyehiatrists, had predicted. True, the 
number of men who hnvc been in act- 
ual combat has prohnps not yet been 
n.s high as that reached in the last war, 
so blitzkrieg at its worst has not had 
full chance to play its tricks on Amer- 
ican mental stability. 


But even for the troops in training 


there was u psychological background 
which might hnvc led to an expect- 
ancy of more nervous breakdowns. 
In the prc-Pcarl Horbor period, men 
brought up in a generation of peace 
were suddenly put in the Army ag- 
ainst their will. Then Congress pro- 
longed (lie draft period. 


From these two factors nlor.u, psy- 


chiatrists anticipated numorj'iy de- 
they didn't develops with any more 
frequency than in the last >var. 


Principal reason there ha"e been 


no more mental cases in the Ameri- 
can Army come from the fact thnt 
there has been a much closer psy- 
chiatric examination of men inducted 
into service. 


Ever since the last war ther; has 


and particularly since 1926, there had 
been general staff study of the use 
of psychiatric examintaion for draf- 
ted men in the Army's mobilization 
plans. When Selective Service did be- 
come a fact in 19-10, however, then* 
weren't enough psychiatrists avail- 
able to man every one 
of the 6500 


draft boards. Preliminary screening 
tests were of course 
given by the 


medical examiners on each board, and 
the obvious misfits for military life 
were culled out. 
A double Check 


Each quota of drafted 
men was 


then re-examined 
at the induction 


centers of which there was a qual- 
ified psychiatrist to double check the 
men passed by the local boards. Under 
this double screening, men rejected 
for psychiatric reasons numbered a-- 
bout five or six to the hundred. Today> 
under new methods of examination, 
with only-the most udiincntary check 
at the induction centers, the number 
of men rejected as mentally or ner- 
vously unsuited for army life runs as 
high as 8.4 per cent. 


Most soldiers being inducted into the 


Army have probably not been aware 
that they were being pcyched. They 
have noted that the man at the end 
of the examining row, he last doctor 
to'give them a going over, has been a 
kindly man who had been content to 
ask a couple of inocent 
questions. 


This last doctor would 
of course 


have the advantage of physical exa- 
minations made by officers at the head 
ofi'the line, and on the man's card 
would be reports on heart, lungs, re- 
flexes and so on. With this data from 
the regular physicians and his own 
qujck checkup on the Incidence of 
mental or nervous disease in^the fam- 
ily, history, the psychiatrist might find 
clews to. identify likely psychiatric 
cases.

last war, there were some 100,00 ncu- 
ro-psychlalrlc casualtien. They occ- 
uri-d at the rate of 32 per thousand in 
the U. S., 17 per thousand in the A. 
E. F. That shows it is essential to 
eliminate psychiatric cases. 


The saving is great. From 1923 to 


paid out nearly $1 billion for the care 
of neuro-psychiatric cases resulting 
from the last war. Of the 90 Veterans' 
Administration facilities maintained 
today, 27 arc exclusively for mental 
cases—33,000 of them. 
The cost for 


each case has been about $30,000. 


That's why the big effort is made 


today to keep out of the Army men 
who may break down.
